A  general  meeting  of  the  Collins  Family  was  holden  at  Stevens'  Ho- 
tel, in  the  City  of  Vergennes,  Vt.,  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  informa- 
tion relative  to  a  large  property  in  England,  said  to  belong  to  the  Collins 
family  in  America,  and  to  appoint  agents  to  look  after  the  property  im- 
mediately. The  Collins  family  when  there  met  formed  themselves  into 
an  association  under  the  following  Constitution,  viz : 

THE  COLLINS  ASSOCIATION. 

PREAMBLE. 

Whereas,  The  Collins  Family  in  America  are  supposed  to  be  lieirs  to 
millions  of  dollars  in  England,  which  they  are  desirous  of  recovering,  and  in  order 
to  prosecute  the  investigation  and  procure  the  pedigree  of  the  family  in  this  coun- 
try so  far  as  to  connect  them  with  the  parties  who  left  the  property,  we  tlie  under- 
signed, do  hereby  agree  to  form  ourselves  into  an  association  under  the  following 

tCONSTITUTION. 

Article  1.    This  society  shall  be  called  the  Collins  Association. 

Article  2.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  consist  of  a  President,  Secretary, 
Treasurer  aiid  Corresponding  Secretary,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  members  of 
this  Association,  and  shall  hold  their  office  for  one  year  and  until  others  shall  be 
cleeted. 

Article  3.  Harrison  0  Smith  and  Lewis  L.  Beers,  of  Monkton,  Vt.,  are  hereby 
empowered  to  raise  five  hundred  dollars  to  cover  the  necessary  expenses  of  attend- 
ing to  the  matter  in  America  and  England,  and  alL  other  necessary  incidental  ex- 
penses connected  therewith,  by  issuing  t^crip,  which  said  Scrip  shall  be  a  lien  upon 
the  property  when  recovered. 

Article  4  Every  Scrip  shall  be  sold  for  five  dollars,  entitling  the  purchaser  to 
one  hundred  dollars  out  of  the  first  money  recoveied  from  said  estate  by  any  mem- 
ber of  the  Association,  and  no  more  Scrip  shall  be  sold  by  said  agent  than  shall  be 
necessary  to  raise  the  aforesaid  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  together  with  the  ex- 
penses of  the  sale  thereof,  which  shall  in  no  event  exceed  ten  per  cent;.  ^  the  sale 
of  each  Scrip. 

Article  5,  Any  member  of  the  Collins  family  may  become  a  member  of  tliis  As- 
sociation by  paying  one  dollar  to  H.  0.  Smith,  Agent,  as  aforesaid,  and  by  signii^ir 
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Jiia  Constitution,  entitling  each  member  to  a  printed  copy  of  all  inforiUHiioji  iind 
reports  miidc  in  the  case. 

Artivile  G.  The  President  of  this  Associatiou  may  call  a  meeting  when  lie  thinks 
the  interest  of  the  Association  requires. 

Article'  ?..  C.  M.  Fisher  of  Veigennes,  Vt.,  and  Columbus  vSmitli  of  P':ilis))ury. 
I  t.,  are  hereby  appointed  agents  for  tlie  purpose  of  investigating  the  case  in  Kng- 
iand,  nnd  nre  liereby  required  from  time  to  timo,  to  make  pvint(Ml  reports  of  their 
doings  to  the  members  of  ih\^  Association,  and  are  to  be  allowed  three  hundred 
dollars  for  making  the  investigation  of  the  case  in  England,  and  to  be  alhnyed 
!:ve  per  cent,  of  what  Tve,  or  any  of  us.  may  receive  from  said  property.

In  a  list  of  unclaimed  dividends  in  the  Court  of  Chancery  in 
England,  I  find  there  are  unclaimed  dividends  standing  in  two 
chancery  cases,  there,  but  I  know  nothing  further  about  them,  I 
have  usually  found  these  chancery  cases  good,  perhaps  better  than 
any  other  class  of  cases  I  examined.

There  was  an  advertisement  in  the  "Times,''  of  London,  Feb. 
10th,  1847,  for  the  next  of  kin  of  Benjamin  OfTen  Collins.  Mrs. 
Abigail  R.  Shute,  of  Philadelphia,  a  Collins  descendant,  sent  to 
England  and  made  some  enquiry  relative  to  this  case,  and  she  pro- 
cured from  the  High  Court  of  Chancery  in  London,  the  following 
aflSdavit  for  transfer  of  stock  and  money  to  the  hands  of  the  Ac- 
countant General  for  safe  keeping  : 

In  the  matter  of  the  Trust  created  hy  the  Will  of  Thomas  Off  en  for  the  chil- 
dren of  Hannah  Collins': 

I,  Mary  French,  of  No.  14,  Watson  place,  Chelsea,  in  the  Coun- 
ty of  Middlesex,  widow,  make  oath  and  say  that  Thomas  OfFen, 
formerly  of  Billericay,  in  the  parish  of  Great  Burstead,  in  the 
County  of  Essex,  Wine  Merchant,  deceased,  duly  made  his  will, 
bearing  date  on  or  about  the  31st  day  of  January,  1798.  and  there- 
by amongst  other  things  gaye  and  bequeathed  to  his  niece  Hannah 
Collins  XlOO,  part  of  a  sum  of  .£3000  therein  mentioned,  to  be 
|)aid  to  her  as  soon  as  conveniently  might  be  after  the  decease  of 
his,  the  said  testator's  wife,  and  as  to  the  sum  of  £400,  other  part 
of  the  said  sum  of  £3000,  the  said  testator  willed  that  the  interest 
moneys  to  arise  therefrom  after  the  decease  of  the  said  testator's 
wife,  should  as  soon  as  the  same  should  become  due  be  paid  and  ap- 
plic  d  by  the  survivors  or  survivor  of  his  trustees  therein  mentioned 
or  the  exor  or  admors  of  such  survor,  for  and  towords  the  bringing 
up  and  educating  the  two  children  of  his  said  niece,  Hannah  Col- 
lins, during  their  respective  minorities,  and  the  said  tester  thereby 
gave  and  bequed  the  said  sum  of  £400  to  the  said'  two  children  of 
his  said  niece  Hannah  Collins,  equally  to  be  divided  between  them, 
when  and  as  they  should  attain  their  respective  ages  of  21  years, 
but  if  either  of  them  should  die  under  the  said  age,  then  as  in  the 
said  will  mentioned  and  the  said  tester  directed  that  the  sum  of 
£100  thereinbefore  bequeathed  to  the  said  Hannah  Collins,  should 


Ill  cnso  she  slioLildiiot  bo  living  at  the  decease  of  his  said  wife,  be 
paid,  applied  and  disposed  of  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same 
persons  as  the  said  sum  of  £400;  and  did  thereby  in  that  event 
give  and  bequeath  the  said  sum  of  XlO'O  accordingly,  and  the  said 
testator  appointed  Stephen  Fryor  Gillum,  John  Marthaih  and  his 
the  said  tester's  wife,-  Mary  Olfen,  exors  of  his  said  will. 

And  I  further  say  that  the  said  tester  afterwards  made  a  codicil, 
to  his  said  will  dated  on  or  about  the  26th  of  Deer.  1801,  and 
thereby,  after  bequeathing  amongst  other  things  a  legacy  of  £100 
to  Benjamin  GSen  Collin,  the  said  tester  appoiAted  my  late  hus- 
band, Joseph  French,  as  one  of  his  exor's  in  the  room  of  the  said 
John  Martham  then  deceased,  and  'the  said  testator  departed  this 
life  w^ithout  having  altered  or  revoked  his  said  Will,  except  as  the 
same  was  altered  by  the  said  codicil,  but  whicli  said  codicil  did  not 
otherwise  affect  the  bequest  hereinbefore  set  forth,  and  the  said  will 
and  codicil  were  duly  proved  in  the  Prerogative  Court  of  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury,  by  the  said  Stephen  Fryer  Gillum,  Mary 
Offen  and  Joseph  French,  oli  or  about  the  12th  day  of  February, 
1803,  and  I  further  say  that  my  said  husband,  the  said  Joseph- 
French,  survived  his  co-exor  and  and  co-extrix  and  departed  this 
life  on  or  about  the  16th  day  of  August,  in  the  year  1845,  having 
first  made  his  will  bearing  date  the  14th  day  of  Deer,  1838,  and 
thereby  appointed  me  the  sole  extrix  thereof,  and  that  I  duly  proved 
liis  said  will  in  the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury,  on  the  17th 
day  of  Oct.  1845,  and  I  further  say  I  have  been  informed  and  be- 
lieve that  the  said  Hannah  Collins  departed  this  life  in  the  life  time 
of  Mary  Ofl'en,  the  widow  of  the  said  testor,  and  that  the  said  Ben- 
jamin Offen  Collin  was  one  of  the  two  children  of  the  said  Hannah 
Collins,  mentioned  in  the  said  will  and  received  the  legacy  of  £100 
bequeathed  to  him  by  the  said  codicil  to  the  said  will  of  the  said 
Thomas  Offen  deceased,  and  signed  his  name  to  the  receipt  for  such* 
legacy  as  follows ^  viz :  Benjn  Offen  Collins.  And  I  further  say 
that  the  said  Benjn  Offen  Collin  otherwise  Collins,  has  not  received 
his  share  of  the  aforesaid  two  sums  of  XlOO  and  ^400  bequeathed 
by  this  will  in  manner  hereinbefore  expressed,  and  I  have  been  in- 
formed that  the  said  Benjn  Offen  Collins  was  last  heard  of  in  the 
year  1826,  and  I  have  been  informed  that  upon  the  decease  of  the 
^^aid  Mary  Offen,  which  happened  in  the  year  1827,  and  in  or  about 
the  month  of  September  in  the  same  year,  the  sum  of  X250,  being 
one  moiety  of  the  said  two  sums  of  100  and  £400  bequeathed  by 
the  same  will  as  aforesaid,  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  the  sum 
£282  of  3  per  cent.'  Cons.  Bank  Anns.  And  I  further  say  that  1 
have  caused  advertisements  to  be  inserted  in  the  public  newspapers 
for  the  said  Benjamin  Offen  Collin  or  his  next  of  kin  to  come  in  and 
claim  the  said  legacies  bequeathed  to  him  in  trust  as  aforesaidj  but^ 
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ri5'  person  Ims  made  out  a  claim  thereto,  and  I  fartlier  say  iLat  or 
tlje  5th  (lay  of  February,  1846,  I  caused  the  dividends  which  had 
accrued  due  the  said  Bank  Annuities  from  the  time  of  the  in- 
vestment thereof,  being  18  years  and  a  half  dividends  thereon  and  * 
amounting  to  the  sum  of  <£155.13.0,  to  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase 
of  £3  per  cent,  annuities,  and  that  the  same  produced  the  sum  of 
.£162.6.11  like  annuities,  and  which  last  mentioned  sum  of  £162. 
illl  aiid  the  said  sum  of  ^£282.6.0  make  together  the  sum  of 
c£444.12.11  like  annuities.  And  1  further  say  that  I  am  desirous 
of  transferring  the  sum  of  .£444.12.11  8  percent.  Bank  Annuities 
upon  trust  to  answer  the  said  moiety  of  the  said  two  sums  of  £100 
and  £400  bequeathed  by  the  said,  will  of  tlie  said  Tiios.  Ofien  de- 
ceased, for  the  benefit  of  the  said  Benjn  OiTen  Collin  as  one  of  the 
two  children  of  the  said  Hannah  Collins  deceased,  into  the  name  of 
the  Accountant  General  of  the  High  Court  of  Chancery,  to  an  ac- 
count to  be  entitled,  ^^In  the  matter  of  the  Trust  created  by  the 
will  of  Thomas  Offen*  for  the  children  of  Hannah  Collins,  pursuant 
to  an  act  of  Parliament  made  and  passed  in  the  10th  and  11th 
years  of  the  reign  of  her  present  Majesty,  entitled  an  act  for  bet- 
ter securing  trust  funds  and  for  the  relief  of  trustees  in  trust  to  at- 
tend the  orders  of  the  said  court,  and  I  am  also  desirous  of  paying 
the  sum  of'  £25.183.,  being  the  amount  of  the  dividends  which  have 
accrued  due  on  the  said  sum  of  £444.12.11  Bank  Annuities,  since 
the  said  5th  day  of  February,  1846,  inclusive  of  the  dividend  which 
became  due  on  the  5th  day  of  January,  1848,  with  the  privity  of 
the  said  Accountant  General  to  the  like  account  pursuant  to  the 
said  act,  in  trust  to  attend  the  orders  of  the  said  court. 

This  property  is  probably  now  worth  from  $7000  to  $10,000. 

One  Edv/ard  Smith,  of  Ludgato-Hill,  London,  died  in  or  about 
1790,  leaving  one  half  of  his  property  to  his  next  of  kin,  viz.,  his 
only  brother,  John  Smith,  and  the  other  half  to  his  niece,  Sarah 
Hyatt,  formerly  Sarah  Collins.  I  am  credibly  informed  that  John 
Smith,  w^ho  lived  in  Kew  Jersey,  U.  B.  A.,  not  appearing  to  claim 
his  share,  Mrs.  Sarah  Hyatt  took  the  whole  and  kept  it  until  her 
death,  which  happened  in  1821.  After  her  death  neither  the  next 
of  kin  of  Edward  Smith  or  Sarah  Hyatt,  . formerly  Collins,  appear- 
ing, the  Crown  took  possession  of  the  property.  This  property  was 
similarly  situated  to  the  Shard  property,  which  I  procured  in  1858 
for  the  Cook  family,  and  was  taken  possession  of  by  the  Crown 

*I  think  it  would  bc  well  to  liaTe  tliQ  ^ill  of  this  Thomas  Offeo,  who  died  in  A 
©.  1802.  examined. 
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about  two  years  after  they  took  Mrs.  Shard's  property.  I  under- 
stand this  is  a  large  property.  This  of  course  should  bo  closely  ex- 
amined. 

By  the  foregoing  it  will  be  seen  that  there  has  been  much  stir  in 
England  relative  to  unclaimed  Collins  property  there,  and  the  par- 
tics  entitled  are  unknown.  In  tracing  out  these  advertisements,  it 
will  probably  be  found  that  many  of  them  refer  to  one  and  the 
same,  property.    I  have  usually  found  this  to  be  the  case. 


Mr.  Richard  Sanborn^  of  Springfield,  IST.  H.,  bias  kindly  furnished 
much  information  relative  to  the  descendents  of  Joseph  Collins,  of 
Amesbury,  Mass.  He  says  Deacon  John  Collins,  the  son  of  Jo- 
seph Collins  above  named,  was  barn  in  Amesbury,  Mass.  or  in  that 
vicinity,  Feb.  14th,  1740,  and  married  Sarah  Chellis  Oct.  Ist, 
1761,  by  whom  he  had  the  follovfing  issue,  viz :

I  should  like  to  have  been  able  to  give  you  more  complete  pedi- 
grees of  the  different  branches  of  the  Collins  family  who  first  set- 
tled in  the  New  England  States,  and  hope  the  members  of  this  as- 
sociation will  yet  furnish  me  with  fuller  pedigrees  of  their  several 
families. 

Mr.  Fisher  is  making  some  progress  with  the  investigation  of 
this  case  in  England.  So  far  as  he'  has  reported  to  me  the  case 
looks  favorable.  He  cannot  go  on  with  the  investigation  until  he 
is  furnished  with  funds.
